WASHINGTON, July 16.—The 
F n itcd States, Great Britain, and 
Japan would pledge themselves to 
guarantee the "Freedom of the 
.Seas” to all nations in time of 
war under a new' reservation to 
the London Naval Treaty urged 
today by the senate bloc opposing 
unconditional ratification. 
This tim e-honored American doc­ 
trine, advocated by American .state.s- 
men from the day of T hom as Jef- 
lerson, was incorporated in a re.^^er- 
vation by Senator M cKellar (D> of 
Tenn. 
He proixxsed to carry out the 
m an d ate of congre.ss. overwhelmingly 
enacted in February. 1929, declaring 
in favor of a treaty with the princi­ 
pal m aritim e nations "regulating the 
conduct of belligerents and neutrals, 
in war at sea and including the in ­ 
violability of private property on the 
seas.” 
Leaders Opposed 
A dm inistration leaders were rep o rt­ 
ed opposed to the reservation on tiie 
giound th at G reat Britain and J a ­ 
pan had rffiLscd to discu.s.s the doc­ 
trine of "Freedom of the Seas” at 
t l . ' London conference.

Ever since 1922 the tariff has been 
flexible, The tariff commLssion that 
was created in that year would gel 
a complaint that some ioreicn pro­ 
duct was being prcK’uced so cheaply 
tliat im}x>rts of it were swamping our 
own manufacturi'.s. 
After a fiigniiied interval, and in 
its proper order, an inquuy would 
be .started, and hearincs would 
be 
held to lind out what was the co«it of 
prcKlucing the article in the country 
from which mo.'^i of the imports were 
coming 
Tlicn the tariff commis.-ion 
would determine the cost of produc­ 
tion in this country. Then, 
of 
the 
difference in costs wa.«« noi com pen­ 
sated by the taiiff duty, the commis- 
sion would recommend to the presi­ 
dent that the duty be raised. 
Once in a long time the com mis-
